Sir: 

This petition is filed in accordance with 37 CFR §1.47, in 
response to a Notice to File Missing Parts dated February 22, 
2004. A copy of the Notice is enclosed. 

The invention described in the application identified above 
has five co-inventors. We attempted to secure the signatures of 
all five inventors on a Declaration prior to filing the 
application on September 30, 2003. Only three of the inventors 
signed prior to the filing date, and the resulting partially- 
executed Declaration was filed with the application. A copy of 
that Declaration is enclosed. 



The Notice of Missing Parts correctly notes that the 
signatures of inventors Gabriel M. Rebeiz and Guan-Leng Tan are 
missing from the Declaration filed on September 30, 2003. 
Diligent efforts have been made to secure these signatures, both 
before and after the filing date. These efforts have been 
unsuccessful; inventors Rebeiz and Tan are not responding to our 
requests for their signatures. 

The pertinent facts are as shown below. Copies of each 
attempt to contact inventors Rebeiz and Tan are enclosed. 

1. E-mails of September 12, 2003: 

Inventor Gabriel Rebeiz was first contacted on September 12, 
2003, via e-mail, in that message, I informed him of the 
impending application filing, and asked for his address and 
citizenship data for use on the Declaration. He promptly replied 
and supplied the requested data. I responded by sending him a

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Declaration which included his address and citizenship data, 
along with a copy of the application, and asked him to sign and 
return the Declaration to me. 

2. E-mail of September 21, 2003: 

Mr, Rebel z did not sign and return the Declaration I sent him. 
Instead, he asserted that his colleague Guan-Leng Tan should be 
named as a co- inventor. This was discussed, and it was agreed 
that Guan-Leng Tan should be named. Not knowing how to contact 
Mr. Tan, I sent Mr. Rebeiz an e-mail on September 21 asking for 
Mr. Tan's contact information. 

3. E-mail of September 24, 2003: 

The September 21 e-mail elicited no response. I sent Mr. Rebeiz 
another e-mail on September 25, with a newly-prepared Declaration 
which included Mr. Tan's name. 

4. E-mail of September 25, 2003: 

Mr. Rebeiz replied and indicated that he would attend to the 
Declaration the next day. However, nothing was received, so I 
sent a reminder e-mail. 



The application had to be filed by September 30, 2003, and was 
thus filed without the signatures of Rebeiz and Tan. 

The Notice to File Missing Parts arrived in late December, and my 
attempts to secure the signatures of Rebeiz and Tan resumed. 



5. E-mail of December 29, 2003: 

A new Declaration referencing the application number and filing 
date of the application was prepared, and e-mailed to Mr. Rebeiz 
on December 29, 2003. There was no acknowledgement or reply of 
any sort . 

6. Letter of January 12, 2004. 

With Mr. Rebeiz refusing to acknowledge my e-mails, a letter was 
prepared and sent to him on January 12, 2004, along with another 
copy of the revised Declaration. A self -addressed and stamped 
envelope was also enclosed for him to use for returning the 
Declaration. To date there has been no response. 
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It is clear that Mr. Rebeiz has decided not to cooperate, 
and continued efforts to secure his signature are likely to be 
futile. 

With respect to Mr. Tan, we were never provided with any- 
contact information for him. He works directly with Mr. Rebeiz, 
and we have necessarily relied on Mr. Rebeiz to secure Mr. Tan's 
signature .
